CHOUCJU ix ST. Louis,--The choltra 


has been rriging in St. Louis for the 
past month. The mortality from this 
cause lias been more than 
twice as 


large as during Ihe same period last 
year. During the wuelc ending June 
23, there were 103 deaths, anil during 
that cn.ling July Itt, 147 deaths. The 
ravages of llie disease are confined prin. 
cipally to the emigrants who have ar. 
rived during the spring and summer 
from Europe, via New Orleans.

Quarantine regulations have been ma- 
terially interfered irtth liy the overflow 
ot the river. It N staled Iliat there was 
no nppearanco ol the disease until the 
arrival ofthese emjgtants.

its and general vnoue oi life, a want al 
acclimaliic, and loo often an unbridled 
indulgence msvcry ijMdaa of intemper- 
ance, would naturally render them lia- 
ble to disciMi even more severe than 
that to which they are fulling victims.
